Tlia figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 10th September 1950 relate to 107 
towns with an estimated population of 19,537 thousands. The 
total nurnbor of towns is 233 and their population is 28,421 
thousands. Thus 72% of tho total number of towns 
representing 09% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 15,488 and 7,093 representing birth and 
death rates of 41 ‘6 and 20 *5 per thousand oi population 
respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A and C ). — The data hero relate to 140 
towns with an estimated population of 16,411 thousands. 
Information about Assam. Bihar, Madhya Pradesh and 
West Bengal could not be included. The total number 
of towns is 201 and their population is 24,008 thousands. 
TJrns 70% of the total number of towns representing 07% of 
the total population is oovered. The numbers of births and
